They too will welcome spring. It brings life and vigor, 
molasses and treacle, marbles and hop-scotch; automobile 
licence renewals and more dust on the highways. Nature 
in her changing moods is indeed wonderful, aud in the 
mountains the changing seasons are far more beautiful in 
effect than the bald-headed prairie. Dwellers in mountain -j 
towns have many advantages over the plains dwellers. 

'Y'ALKING of Spring, reminds one of the judge who was 
sentencing a murderer. He extolled to him all the joys 
of Spring, how all nature would re-awaken, the little birds -I 
would be singing in the trees, the ice would float out of the 
streams and rivers, the grass would turn green and the 
leaves on the trees bud out in all their pristine freshness 
after a long dark winter. “Everything and everyone will ] 
be rejoicing.” remarked the judge. “But you, you son of a 
gun, you won’t be in it.” 

MAN who is a friend of none is very apt to find in criti¬ 
cal times a need of those friends, whose absence he 
would then realize.—Hon. Stanley Baldwin. 

(GARDENING will be the healthy hobby of quite a num¬ 
ber, now that the warmer days are here. The sugges¬ 
tion has been made that the school grounds be beautified by 
tree and shrub planting. Cameron school surroundings look 
particularly bare, but could be made attractive by planting 
and cultivation. It would be a fine asset to improve the 
bleak appearance of the grounds there, and would increase 
pride in the hearts of teachers, children and the older folks 
living in proximity to the school. Cultivation and lots of 
water would work a transformation in a very few years.

Much of the Western 
land would have been better left untilled, or if it had to be 
ploughed, steps taken to prevent soil erosion which has a 
devastating effect. As ranch land this does not take place, 
but in land where trees find difficulty in taking hold, moist¬ 
ure conservation is almost impossible. 

JTVEN here in the mountains, we have an occasional dust 
J storm but most of it comes from the gravelled highway. 
— There is too much rock and tree stumps to give the dust the 
~~j freedom it has on the prairie farms. The land up here is 
not torn up by the plough. The wealth here is produced 
from hundreds of feet below the surface, instead of from the 
top few inches. There are advantages to be enjoyed in liv¬ 
ing in the mountains, such as pure water, beautiful scenery, 
healthful outdoor recreation in summer and winter, trout 
fishing, if you have plenty of patience, and above all, cool, 
restful nights. The most necessary improvement that can 
be suggested is to surface the rest of the roads in town and 
keep down the dust. It costs money but so does everything 
worth enjoying the benefit of. But money is only a token, 
says the Premier, so why not spend lots of it.

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WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


General Baptiste Estienne, inven¬ 
tor of the French tanks whose lum¬ 
bering charges helped break the back 
of German resistance in the last days 
of the war, is dead. He was 75. 

The Canadian wheat board dis¬ 
posed of the last of its wheat held in 
the United States on April 6 when 
its holdings at Toledo, Ohio, were 
disposed of to an export house. 

Punishment was visited swiftly 
upon industrial workers who failed 
to vote in the March 29 Reichstag 
elections. They were summarily dis¬ 
missed from their jobs. 

King Edward has approved a 
recommendation that during his 
reign the Saturday before Whitsun¬ 
day shall continue to be the day fixed 
for the king’s birthday holiday In the 
civil service. 

With a view to imparting educa¬ 
tion through the medium of talkies 
a proposition has been put forward 
to instal a set of radio receivers in 
all the 350 municipal schools of 
Bombay, India. 

A complete embargo on exports 
from the United States on scrap tin, 
large quantities of which recently 
have been shipped to Japan, was 
ordered by Secretary of State Hull 
for the period from April 16 until 
July 1. 

The late Rudyard Kipling left an 
estate of £155,288 (5775,000), gross 
value, probate of his will showed. 
The house and land at Burwash and 
the income from his residual estate 
were left to his widow. 

School children throughout the 
province of Hsuchow, China, are con¬ 
tributing their coppers (one-ninth of 
a Canadian cent) toward a fund for 
the purchase of a golden sword for 
the nation’s generalissimo, Chiang 
Kai-Shek. 

William C. Gussow, of Boston 
Tech., Cambridge, Mass., and form¬ 
erly of Saskatchewan University, 
Saskatoon, has been awarded a re¬ 
search fellowship in geology for 
1936-37, it was announced at Ot¬ 
tawa by the fellowship board of the 
Royal Society of Canada.

Figures Given For Transportation 
From Alberta To Vancouver 

It costs approximately 30.5 cents a 
bushel to cover handling, insurance 
and transportation charges from Al¬ 
berta country elevator points to 
British ports. E. A. Ursell, statis¬ 
tician for the board of grain commis¬ 
sioners is responsible for the com¬ 
pilation based on shipments via Van¬ 
couver. 

Handling at country elevator in¬ 
cluding insurance against fire, 15 
days storage, official inward inspec¬ 
tion, weighing and registration fees 
and selling to exporter on Vancouver 
market amount to 3.75 cents. Rail¬ 
way freight rate from average west¬ 
ern points shipping via Vancouver- 
New Westminster terminals, 13.5 
cents. Handling at terminal elevator 
Including fire and explosion, insur¬ 
ance and 15 days storage, official 
outward inspection, weighing and 
registration and loading charges, 1.5 
cents.

Pest To Western Cities 

About forty years ago the first 
dandelions appeared on the railway 
right-of-way through a western city. 
The homesick easterners came to 
admire this reminder of their homes, 
but it seemed to be no one’s duty to 
point out the condition- caused by 
these dandelions in the east; conse¬ 
quently no steps were taken to pre¬ 
vent the spread of these flowers. 
Now every city in the early spring 
is carpeted with yellow dandelions; 
later on when these flowers are seed¬ 
ing, a wind has the appearance of 
fog caused by millions and millions 
of dandelion seed, which blows for 
miles in all directions, and the eradi¬ 
cation of the dandelion pest, is the 
subject of learned discussion, with 
the hope that some scientist may 
sometime discover some cheap chemi¬ 
cal solution which will destroy the 
dandelion without killing the grass.

6,000 Reservations Made For 
Vimy Pilgrimage 

A flotilla of five ships will convey 
close to 6,000 pilgrims to Vimy Ridge 
in July for the unveiling of Canada s 
national memorial there. In a con¬ 
sultation between Brig.-General Alex 
Ross, Dominion president of the 
Canadian Legion, and representa¬ 
tives of the Canadian Pacific and 
White Star-Cunard steamship com¬ 
panies, the decision was reached to 
augment the formerly arranged four 
liners by an additional one. 

The capacity of the "troopships” 
is 5,950. Already 6,400 persons have 
indicated their intention of making 
the journey; but the expectation is 
that before the date of embarkation 
quite a number will "drop out.” 
General Ross said that the 5,950 
as the “absolute limit.” 

“We announced many weeks ago 
that the deadline for registrations 
would be March 12,” he said, “and it 
naturally follows that all persons 
who signified their intention of tak¬ 
ing part in the pilgrimage and had 
complied with the requirements as 
that date would receive first con¬ 
sideration. Those who came in after 
must of necessity be placed on a 
waiting list, their expectations being 
dependent solely upon whatever 
vacancies result from cancellations.” 
The Legion head announced that 
ol. D. E. McIntyre, D.S.O., M.C., 
of Owen Sound, had been placed in 
charge of "pilgrimage movements.” 
Col. McIntyre, with a staff which 
will be furnished him, will co-oper¬ 
ate with those responsible for the 
actual moving of this pilgrim host 
to ensure no slip up in the program. 

Col. McIntyre was general staff 
officer, first grade, of the 2nd Cana¬ 
dian division. He served as intel¬ 
ligence officer of the 28th battalion, 
was advanced to the staff and be¬ 
came I.O. of the 4th Canadian in¬ 
fantry brigade, later proceeding to 
division. 

A New Expedition 

Glacier Priest Hopes To Measure Ice 
On Greenland’s Mountains 
Father Bernard R. Hubbard, famed 
as the “glacier priest” for his scien¬ 
tific discoveries in the Arctic, is pre¬ 
paring a new expedition. He hopes 
shortly, to measure the depth of ice 
on Greenland's mountains. Admiral 
Richard Byrd and other explorers 
claim that the ice caps, in Green¬ 
land and In the Antarctic are more 
than 10,000 feet deep. Father Hub¬ 
bard believes they are not more than 
2,000 feet. To prove this he is going 
to Alaska to put his theories to the 
test on the Takue Glacier. Snow and 
Ice piling up creature pressure, he 
argues. Pressure creates heat—and 
thus a certain proportion of „ the 
r and ice is perpetually melting 
away, keeping the depth of the ice 
belt at an average of 2,000 feet. 
Father Hubbard and his party will 
have to traverse the treacherous 
Taku and Inklin Rivers with their 
dangerous rapids, ice menace and 
rock strewn beds. 


VICTORIA UNIVERSITY TO CELEBRATE CENTENNIAL 



The one hundredth anniversary of the granting of 
the Royal Charter by King William IV. in 1836 to 
Upper Canada Academy, Cobourg, Ontario, as an insti¬ 
tution of higher education, will be observed this fall by 
Victoria University, Toronto. The Upper Canada Acad¬ 
emy changed its name to Victoria College in 1841, and 
this was changed to Victoria University in 1884. Vic¬ 
toria College conferred the first degree in Arts ever' 


conferred in Upper Canada, in 1845. The original build¬ 
ing of Upper Canada Academy, later Victoria College, 
in Cobourg, was opened in 1836 and still stands. This 
building is pictured in (1). Emmanuel College, the 
theological branch of Victoria University, was opened 
in Toronto in 1931 and is shown in (3) above. Victoria 
College (2) the Arts Faculty of Victoria University, 
was opened in 1892 when Victoria College federated 
with the University of Toronto, and moved to Toronto.

SELECTED RECIPES 

BREAD IN 41/j HOURS 
(Four Loaves) 

(About) 12 cups Purity Flour, 
sifted 

4 cups water 

2 tablespoons shortening (melted) 

3 tablespoons white sugar 

2 tablespoons salt 

2 compressed yeast cakes 

Method: Dissolve yeast in % cup 
of lukewarm water. In the remain¬ 
ing liquid (which should not be 
above 100 degrees F.) dissolve the 
sugar and salt, then add yeast. Mix 
in sufficient flour to make a soft bat¬ 
ter; add shortening and beat well. 
Stir in sufficient flour to produce 
dough soft enough to handle conven¬ 
iently, but not sticky. (In cold 
weather, warm flour before using). 
Turn out on floured board and knead 
until soft and elastic. (The temper¬ 
ature of the dough should now be be¬ 
tween 80 and 85 degrees F.) Place 
in a greased bowl, cover and let rise 
until It is double the original bulk; 
then punch down. Let rise again and, 
j after punching down once more, 
divide into pieces which will half fill 
black sheet-irqn baking pans. Round 
these pieces into balls and let stand 
a few minutes; then mould into 
loaves and place in greased pans. 
Cover and keep in warm place while 
rising. When double in bulk, place 
in oven. If the surface is pressed 
lightly with the finger, the slight de¬ 
pression thus made will remain when 
the loaves are ready for baking. 
Should the depression quickly disap- 
appear, let rising continue a little 
longer. Bake in hot oven of 400 to 
425 degrees for 40 to 60 minutes, 
depending on size of loaves. 

The liquid used may be plain 
water, potato water, milk or part 
milk and part water. When potato 
water is used, reduce the salt by 
amount used in cooking potatoes. If 
milk is used it should be scaled and 
cooled. 

Four cups of liquid yeast (see 
recipe in New Purity Cook Book) 
may be used in place of compressed 
yeast. If liquid yeast is used, 
duce salt accordingly. 

By the above method bread may 
be made in about 4!4 hours. Equally 
good bread may be made with half 
the amount of yeast specified, but 
process will take longer. 

When quick results are desired, 
double amount of yeast.

Even with a very small space, 
there is a big advantage in having 
something of a more or less perma¬ 
nent character like perennial flow- 
With these there is something 
to build the rest of the garden 
around and there are less likely to 
be long blank periods when there is 
bloom available. After a few 
years general advice will not be 
needed because the gardener will go¬ 
on extending here and there, special¬ 
izing to some extent in favorites, 
just as the same persons will do in 
building up a private collection of 
books. 

Lack of variety is the chief fault 
of the Canadian vegetable garden. 
Experts point out that there is no 
excuse for running out of lettuce 
early in the summer for example, 
when after the season for the leaf 
variety head lettuce could be grown 
and then during the hot weather the 
Cos type. For the “greens” enthusi¬ 
ast, a few plants of Swiss Chard will 
provide an abundance of meals. It is 
worth investigating as is also Broad 
Beans, which come along about mid¬ 
summer, and, later, Brocolli, a sort 
of refined cauliflower, Kohli Rabi, a 
refined turnip. Red cabbage and 
yellow tomatoes will lend interest to 
the regular types and provide a 
slightly different flavour. In many 
places egg plants and peppers can 
be grown and will be appreciated. 
They must be started early indoors. 
The red type of the latter can be 
used as a pimiento filling for sand¬ 
wiches. In the melon family, will be 
muskmelons and watermelons, cer¬ 
tain varieties of which can be pro¬ 
duced in a surprisingly wide area of 
Canada. There is also the little in¬ 
dividual Acorn or Table Queen 
Squash, which is a big improvement 
over its rather watery ancestors. 
Leeks add variety to the onion fam¬ 
ily and tender white radish length¬ 
ens the seasons for this vegetable. In- 
the regular lines the season can be 
greatly extended by using very early 
as well as very late types. In garden 
peas, for example, the time of ma¬ 
turity will vary from about 50 days 
to 75. Instead of planting only one 
variety it is advisable to Include at 
least three. Early sowing is essential, 
but in certain parts of the country a 
fali crop with a quick-growing var¬ 
iety Is also possible. In com, the 
very early Bantam types mature 
weeks ahead of the regular season 
and some of the late, both white and 
yellow, kinds are on until frost or 
even after. 

Where one Is fond of an abundance 
of bouquets, experienced gardeners 
advise growing a portion of these in 
straight rows among the vegetables 
or in a special cutting garden. Some 
well designed beds of mixed annuals 
are spoiled if too many flowers are 
picked and then again there are cer¬ 
tain things like sweet peas, for in¬ 
stance, that have little attractive 
foliage but beautiful blooms. These 
might as well be grown behind the 
regular beds.
